PALM SUNDAY IN PREKMURJE 

(The (oliowing is a simple transiation ol Ihc informaüon 
on Palm Sunday traditions in thc región of Slovenia 
calleó PREKMURJE, thal is, on the “other" sido of (he 
Mura River, northeastern Slovenia. it is takcn from the 
book, "Praznióno lelo Slovencev" Slovenian Holidays 
- by Nike Kurent, 1979), Ed, 

In Prekmurje, Palm Sunday is celebrated by the 
carrying of fresh greens inio church for blessing. They 
represent the re-awakening ol natureand the appreci- 
ation Slovenians have for Ufe The greens are tied in 
bouquets they cali “Presnec" and consisl of branches 
of boxwood, pine, mistletoe, juniper and willow a 
varíety of the greening bushes one íinds in nature. (In 
other areas they add oranges, nuts and other things 
that are extraorríinary odibles) The size of the presnec 
can be small for children to carry, or large for adults 
to carry in the processions that usually begin Palm 
Sunday Services in Slovenian cherches. 

Aflerward, the presnec has another function. It is 
used as a sacramental in offering (he presence of God 
in their homes. Parts are taken off and placed in and 
around the peasant home. the farmland. in buildings 
where animáis are kept, planteó inte the earth, tucked 
under thatched roofs, or under the beams ol the home, 
and put on the earth at times of sowmg or when the 
hay is ready for mowing. Stripped branches are used 
as whips, and because they are blessed , the larmer 
feels he has God s guidance in all things, for instance, 
if he uses this whip to direct his herds into the íieids. 
The tips of the willows are often humeó to assure the 
famiiy that God will catch the watt ofsmoke Iáster than 
their simple prayers wouid reach heaven 

On Hoty Saturday, when the Easter light is started 
from tire, the presnec provides the fuei at many 
churches 

So. if you go to a Slovenian church on Palm Sunday 
and see the people carrying these "bouquets" of 
greens. you will know that they are tollowing a very oíd 
and beloved custom that brings the message of Easter 
closer to their hearts.

Holy Saturday:

Easter Baskel for BIt'ssing: 

On ibis day bcfure Easter, all over Slovenia. there is 
a special preparación of the Easier Baskel thai is filled with 
food and luken for blessing at a special eeremuny in chnreli. 

In Prekmurjc they have a very special baskct Ihat is 
used only for the blessing of food and ii is ealled a "Korblja'E 
The housewife filis ii with meat, baeon, eggs, horseradish 
roo!, a yeast-raised bread and a sweet bread calted "Vn- 
enieaV The meats represent Jesús 1 body, the eggs. Mis re- 
stirreetion, the rools, Jesús' suffering and crucifixión and 
sweet bread, the spccialty of ihe localíty. 

Ai Ptuj, each housewife wants toeam lame hy bringing 
ihe most beauliíul and color ful baskel of luod lo be blessed. 
She puls in incat, (pork), a sausage, rye bread, ruasied mea!, 
all of whieh depiel ihe body ufChrist and uncolorcd eggs, 
because white eggs represent the Tomh. 

We go to S marino near Paki and at Eastertime lhe 
people lake ihe chalí from Ihe wheal and llave il blessed 
bcfure giving il lo Ihe animáis lo proteet them l’rom any 
danger through the y car. 

And, now to the niountainous región oí Trzie. They 
use a baskel for Ihe food blessing whieh representa Jesús 1 
tonib and il is covercd by a specially embruidered cluih to 
mean ihe shroud that eovered the dead body of Jesús al His 
deafli. Bread is Jesús, a píceo of mea! is Jesús as Lhe Holy 
Lamb. sausages are the rapes that lied Him when He was 
taken at Golgotha. Eggs are eolored red to represen! I lis 
wounds and an orange is included tu be tlie sponge whieh 
was given lo Jesús to drink. Horseradish is there to remind 
ihem of tire bilter drinks given to Jesús in the spunge. 

Something very special happens in Skoíja Loka, The 
eggs they bless for Easter are noi cooked. bul baked - that 
is, replicas are mude from duugh and decorated, ihen baked. 

In Kornska, when the first housewife lea ves her house 
for chureh, curry i ng her baskel of food for blessing, gunshot 
sounds from lhe fietds! The euslom of f i ring Unid shols 
mea as thai the people are joyfully celebra! i ng lhe victory 
of Christ's resurreetion! When the ladies leave chureh lo 
relurn lióme, diere is more shooting, and for each young 
gírl, a special round of fíre! If she is very beautíful, the 
shols mullíply!

In Poljanska dolí na "Kremenik". folk legend lells 
iliat all foods are automatieally blessed as soon as they are 
brought tu clntrch. A variation of ibis comes from St. 
LenanTs village wliere they pul their food basket out the 
door on Easter Sunday at dawn, for lhe “Pope's Blessing" 
ihat comes from Romc via lhe aírwaves they are su re his 
blessing will reaeh the wholc workl. In Notranjska they do 
the same and they put their baskets in the window for the 
Pope’s blessing, 

In Gorenjska, -"Bre/niea". afterearly mass on Easter 
Sunday, the crowd ol I.adiós and girls leaving wiih their 
haskets looks like a river of humaníty because as they hastily 
run ihe dislance from chureh to hume they are all trying to 
he the first in line! Why? In order to brmg good fortune to 
ihe first unmarried girl - a wcdding is definiiely assured 
thai ycar if she is first out of chureh and arriving hume! 

A Hornee near Kamnik, every single member uf ihe 
famíly geis two Easter eggs to eai on his own, lhe resi of 
the food is put on the table Usier; a flor the Resurreetion 
eeremony-mnss. 

And, al Ljutomir in Prekmurjc, lhe houscwives toueh 
every fruit tree on their latid with the baskel of blessed food, 
hoping it will assure a productivo liar ves l from thai Mee,

The oppoitunity for Mothcr Lo reí uní Lo Slovenia ai'ter 
32 years carne when lite S lo venían Wümcn’s Union spon- 
sored a two-monlh Europea» tour Gil June 22, 1938, cighty- 
two oí' us boarded thc liner ILE DE FRANGE in New York 
and later rciumed on the NORMANDIE from Southampton, 
England. 

Wc vísited iiiteresling and historie places in Frunce and 
Switzerland be Core arriving in Slovenia. Our fírst stop the re 
was Jeseniee where we werc warmly wcleomed by the vil¬ 
laje priest and a huge cheering crowd with man y bouquets 
t)f flowcrs* 

Our lia i ti eoach festooned wíth two hanners announcing 
“SLOVENIAN WGMEN'S UNION OF AMERICA" then 
headed for Ljubljana where the entire station was packcd 
with people and band musicians, all rejoicingat our Corning. 
The re was a happy and cxciting reuniting of rdatives, friends 
and classmalcs. Toneka Lckse of Cclje, mothcr's cousin. 
wcleomed her with a tcarful embrace. 

Mayor Adlesic, his wife and Rev. Zakrajsek with rep~ 
re.scntatives of severa! local lodges extended iheir warm and 
cordial greetings. Mothcr, ovcrwhelmcd by the moinentotis 
occasion, accepted their welcome with a heanwarming 
reply.

The group was tiren served goulash and becr in the 
neighhoring garden before joining rdatives at their hornos 
or at thc Hotel Union. 

The next day, Molhcr and l drove by taxi to Repica 
with Mis. Josephine Sehlosar and the tour director, Mr Leo 
Zakrajsek. Weenjoyed thc two-hourdrivethrough the scertic 
coun ti y sido of the upper Savinjska 1 Jolina, enjoying thc 
llowers whieh were every where and adminng the heui.it i ful 
and distinclive baroque steeplcd eburches in towns and vd- 
lages. 

We were warmly greeted at our first stop by Unele 
Antón Petrin, aunt Josephine and lite ir daughter. Pepea. 
Antón lit three largo lirccrackers to an no unce to the vi llago 
thai Manta had come baek hume, A no t her emotional mo- 
ment oceurred when a sweet lit tic girl, Mara, appeared dres- 
sed in white and with complete composure recited this greel- 
ing to my Mothcr: "Wekome to thc place where the ftehis 
were trodden hy y our feet. worked with y our hands and 
responded with your heart" and with each phrase a llower 
was offered to mothcr. 

Indoors, on a beautifully arranged table, lasty food and 
drínks were available, Mrs. Sehlosar and Mr. Zakrajsek 
then retumed lo Ljubljana for further visits around thc cily. 
As they departed the dock in the church stceplc struek 4 
o'cloek and the hells rang for one-halí hour anmnmcing that 
thc next day was Suiulay. 

Mothcr, Toneka, Mam and 1 walked with great antici- 
pation toward my molhcr's birthplace where flags of wel¬ 
come were mounled over the doorway. Aunl Francés, who 
lived alone in the house, greeted molhcr with open arms. 
In ohvious nostalgia, mothcr walked around and remarked, 
“Somehnw il doesn't sean the same after the wide spac es 
in America The familiar “sitting" rootrt as well as thc 
wclbrcmcmhercd bedroom were a joy for her lo seo again 
as was the kitchen with iís warming stove. Mothcr talked 
at great Icngth of happy mentor ios and her dcltghl at hcing 
baek borne again. Wc stayed in Redea a weck visilíng 
rdatives and friends in the arca. 

Many of the tourisis in our group travded el se where 
ín Slovenia while about thirty of us drove by antobús to 
Lake Bled, Maribor, Ribniea (Albina Novak\s birthplaee), 
Lake Bohinj, St. Jan/ (my lather's binhpluee) and oiher 
dclíghlful arcas. We enjoyed many pleasant overnight slays 
in wcleoming, eozy households. The sceond part oí the 
tour, travded hy Irain, look us tbmugir Croalia and Serbia. 
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Mrs. PrLsland’s hirthplace today. 


By mid-July wc were back in Ljubljana where Moiher 
mei in a luxuriuusty fumished govemmem buílding wifh 
twenly-four womcn, somc of whom represe nial women’s 
orgunizations in Ljubljana. Moiher presemed them with un 
American flag. Then an elabórate dinner was served thal 
night hosted by Gospa Bonica. 

Severa! days latcr; we returned tu Recica foi a farewell 
dinner at Stiglíi//s Costil na. Mis. Novak offered a lovely 
toast to Mother on her last evening in Repica. The tour 
group was reunited the next day lo enjoy untorgetable sight- 
sceing tours in other parís of Europe: Italy, Austria, Czeehos- 
lovakia. Gcrmuny, Beigium and finally, England. 


Mother, who greatly admíred Eleanor Roosevelt, 
eherished ihe hoiiors and uwards she rece i ved during her 
lítenme. In 1939, King Pcter of Yugoslavia presented her 
with a medal of the Order of St. Suva for lier work with 
the Slovenian women of this country. She received citations 
from President Harry Traman for her Red Cross work during 
World War II; in 1963 from the Mead Public Librury in 
Sheboygan for her twenty-one years as a hard working 
member of the Library Board; in 1966 as the Slovenian 
Woman of the Year by the Slovenian American Radio Ouh 
of Chicago and Woman of the Year by S.W.U. Branch No. 
I. Sheboygan; and ín 1972 a Community Service Award 
from the City of Sheboygan for her outstanding contribution 
toward the welfare and well being of the community. In 
1937 a Tribute to our Namcsake was received from The 
Mane Prislund Cadets of Branch No. 50, Cleveland, OH. 
For her dtstinguished work and outstanding accomplish- 
ments a Certifícate of Merit was received from the Slovenian 
Research Center of America, lnt\ 

My mother died on Scplembcr 13, 1979. She wilI 
fore ver be lovcd and admíred by her children and the ir 
descendanls. With God may she rest in etcmal peace. 

Many tfumks Hermine, for this lave fy story of your 
mother and our First Lady ofZVEZA. Fm su re the members 
ha ve enjoyed reading this personal aecount of the organizer 
of the Slovenian Women s Union, A generativa has passed 
and numy people never liad the opportunity to meet this 
great lady. These words will help introduce them to this 
dedi caí ed woman and outstanding leader ofSiovene women .

Dear Olga, 

I wanied lo inform you that today 1 
reccived a note of welcome to the SWU 
Brunch 105 of Detroit. Michigan from 
Patricia Adamic. She also cncloscd my 
ducs book for the coming years, 1 am 
looking íorward to Braneh 105 ' s futuro 
uctivitics and ZARJA's anieles and 
news. 

I can 7 express enough gratitude Ibr 
this opportunity to join the ludios of the 
Slovenian Womcn's Union of 
America. My special thanks to my re- 
cently acquircd friend and now for her 
sponsorship, Mane Dyc of Detroit. 1 
would like to take ibis time to explain 
our special and uñique fricmlship for 
those of you who may not know. 

First leí me say, f ha ve hccn in 
genealogy research for so me years, he- 
ginning in 1971. Over the years 1 have 
eolleeted data and made irips north lo 
my párent e hometowns in Ohío and 
Pennsylvania. During the arduous work 
OÍ compiliiig their biugraphies, I 
realized 1 laeked three importan! ingre- 
d tenis I could not adequately provide; 
our heritage, culture and customs. 

Vou sec my father vvas transíerred 
by his company to south Texas tn the 
cari y thiníes, my parents were young 
newlyweds al the time, My brother, 
John, and 1 were horn a few years later. 
When they Icfi their hometowns, ihey 
left their way of life hehind. He re in 
south Texas diere were no estahlished 
comniuuities of S Inventaos or pockets 
of SI avie people as you find in the north 
and afong the eastern seaboard. Tm 
now 55 yrs, oíd and l have met only 
one elderly lady of Slovenian heruage 
here in Corpus Chrisii. 

ICs not surprising that we childnen 
laeked any real knowledgc ofourback- 
grounds. We were wcll aware of our 
S lo vene paternal grand parents and rela¬ 
tivos in ühio. 1 knew they spoke with 
foreign accents and were from the "oíd 
eoumryIt was years befare 1 carne 
to learn this eoumry was Sloveniu, the 
small eoumry wedged hetween South¬ 
ern Austria and non heñí Italy. 

We wereiTt total ly deprived of my 
parents heritage and customs. They 
were known lo speak in their nativo 
tongues hetween the m sel ves. some- 


tinies in our presenee. Allhough we 
were raised Americans in the trucst 
sense of the word, our parents fiJIed 
our chüdhood with stories of their up- 
bringing. Their emigran! parents raised 
thern by the oíd eountry siandards. 
Their stories left me spellbound and 
fu II of chüdhood wondermcni. 

Mother was a marvelous oook and 
her holiday dtnners were fiJIed with fes¬ 
tivo, sumptuous dd ¡cades. Potreas, 
apple strudels, apple kuchen, taris and 
torta were prepared severa! times a 
year. 

Cabbagc rolls were practically a 
stapie in our homo. Slovenian Kielbasa 
(shipped from Ühio) wasnT a stranger 
to our kitehen rabio either, Fast ñachi 
doughnuts and lilled Kolachkees were 
also a favorite in our housohold. I still 
have Mother 1 s oíd 25th Anniversary 
SWU coukhnok edil ion of 1926-1951, 
“Woman's Glory - The Kitehen". 

Since Mother*s heritage dertved 
from Croaría and Serbia; Cabbage rolls 
were a favorito ol hers. Allhough her 
eooking and baking was rnostly from 
S lovene recipes, she would make 
Sarma now and ugain, as wcll. She al- 
ways saíd S lo venes were noled for their 
pastries and she strived to picase my 
father through her Inve of eooking and 
his lo ve of eating. 

With my parents now deceased, I 
needed input for the texi of their hiog- 
raphics from others of their heritages. 
In March of 1991, 1 placed an ad in a 


national muguzínc requesting corres* 
pondenees from Croaban. Scrbian and 
Slovenian buckgrouncls, The responso 
was ovcrwhelming with some 300 plus 
leticrs and eards. 1 was astonished by 
the honesty and warmth extended to 
this stranger from other strangers. That 
one plea hrought a shovver of helping 
hands, and their sharing exper icnccs 
and family his lories has been a God- 
sern. h didn't take long for me lo estáb¬ 
il sh a solidarity with these people. 

To date. 1 am still in eorrespondence 
with approximately 35 on a regular 
basis, My dear friend, Mario Dye.just 
happcns to be one of thcnv Chances 
are we will never mecí; noneiheless, 
our fricmlship has been unique and 
most prccious to me, and certainly a 
lasting one. 

Marie Dye mentioned the SWU and 
eneouraged me lo join sometime ago. 
A tul 1 finally mailed in my application. 

In the meantime, my mother 1 s family 
in Croada was directly affected by the 
war; their havíng lost their homes 
and somc members sustaimng wounds, 
they were in di re need ol assistance. 
Natural ly, ibis took top priority o ver 
my II nanees and membeiship to the 
SWU for the time being. 

When 1 was informed of Mario Dye's 
giti of friendship through a years mem- 
bership i uto the Slovenian Womcn’s 
Union l was deepiy touched, to say the 
leasL Again, my thanks to you. Olga, 
as wcll as Patricia Atlantic and my 
friend Marie Dye for the warm wel¬ 
eome to this respected organizaron.

pristnosti Ko se je porodila k jezeru Courtes Oreilles 
(Kul Oréj), |e relikvijo poda rila cerkvi, v kateri je Se 
zdaj. - Drug zled: Dne 1. oktobra 1841 je pisal 
Crooksovemu podjelju, ki mu je razprodaialo 
toissonovo vino, nekoliko nervozno pismo. Podjetje 
mu je tisto leto vino slabo proda jalo, on je denar nu|no 
polreboval. Tudi mu je bil nekdo odrnil podietje. V pimu 
z dne 18. avgusta 1842 se je s svetniéko poni2nosljo 
opravidil Crooksu in mu dal zadoSdenie: “Zdaj 
spoznam, dragi gospod, kako izredno veiiko skrb ste 
posvedali mojí zade vi.

Zdaj sem pa do 
dna duáe prepridan. da od VaSe strani gotovo ni bilo 
nid pogreSenega.” - Tisti, ki so imeli priliko brati 
njegova Skofovska pisma drugim ékofom. so videli, da 
se je tudi v teh dopisih vdasih razhudil, kadar so mu 
n pr. zadr2evali duhovnike ali pa denar. poslan za 
njegove misijoné 

Kako junaSko se je pa znal premagovati, se vidi 
iz dogodka v La Póintu leta 1841: Sprehajal se je s
